Admitting 
all the exceptions, what other counsel ever 
given to man has gained such wide accept- 
ance, or so woven itself into the fabrie of 
social customs, law, and international re- 
lationships? 


The year that is now passing has not 
been marked by any outstanding achieve- 
ment in the erection of barriers against war. 
But it has witnessed the holding at Geneva 
of a conference to consider the question of 
limiting naval armaments. That in itself 
is a striking proof of the growth of the sen- 
timent of good will in the world. There 
were no conferences nineteen hundred years 
ago to negotiate the reduction of arma- 
ments, or to study ways to reduce the lia- 
bility of war. And while the Geneva gath- 
ering broke up without a formal agreement, 
that is not accepted as having ended the 
matter. Both in Great Britain and in the 
United States there is a definitely-expressed 
expectation that another conference will be 
ealled, perhaps during the coming year, and 
that a mutually satisfactory arrangement 
will be reached. 

The Christmas time is distinctive because 
at this season good will ceases to be a nega- 
tive virtue and becomes an active agent m 
the promotion of well-being. It is not enough 
at Christmas that we harbour no ill-will to- 
ward our neighbors. Something in the spirit

FIRE BRIGADE UNIFORMS 
Editor, Bulletin:— 


Sir: “Through recent newspaper 


reports of Council proceedings it 
has come to the attention of many 
citizens that there has been a con- 
troversy over the awarding of con- 
tract for the supplying of uniforms 
for the Fire partment. 


“This matter has been definitely 
closed; hence we are seeking no 
further consideration of same, but 
in justice to all parties we feel the 
}tax payers should know the facts 
surrounding this controversy and 
judge for themselves upon ilie 
merits of the case. 

“Our contention was that the 
tender recommended by the Pur- 
chasing Department and the Com- 
missioners Department, to Council, 
was not as good as that submitted 
by our firm in quality of material, 
in the dyes and in value. We sup- 
ported this stand by a University 
of Alberta analysis of dye, a com- 
parison of weight and texture of 
materiai and 4 comparison of gar- 
ments supp%! by competing firms 
in 1925 and 1926. On this basis 
we endeavored to have the Com- 
missioners Department re-open the 
matter before counell so that they 
might have these facts placed be- 
fore them. It was only after the 
most persistent pressure that they 
consented to do #0. In having it 
brought egain before the council) 
board we fully expected that the 
commissioners department would 
‘lay all the samples and evidence 
before the board. Instead we find 
a Commissioners’ recommendation 
to Council that they see no reason 
for a re-consideration. In view of 
this manner of presentation we 
feel that the mayor and counci! in 
deciding not to re-open the ques- 
tion did exactly what any reapon- 
sible body of men would do under 
the circumstances.

getting thse players, signing them 
up at the fairest salary possibie. 

At some time designated by the 
league, either during the season or 
at the close, these players shall 
be allotted to the various clubs by 
lottery. 


| 
President Barnard’s first thought 


was the president should allot the 
players. He liater changed this 
idea to disposing of them through 
the lottery system, so there would 
be no chance for charges of favor- 
itism. 


It strikes me that the plan of 
the American League president is 
one that the minors must ultimate- 


ly adopt to keep in the running and 
be protected on the matter of play- 
ers 

The plan is really a miniature 
uf the scouting system as employed 
by the major leagues, except the 
scout in question ysorks for the or- 
ganizatioa rather than a club.

LIN FLON! 
F Did you ever hear of such a name? 

It sounds like flim flam, slang for suct. 
a@ con game as that which the other day trimmed 
a trusting old shoemaker of $3,500, his life sav- 
ings; slam for sham and pretense, according 
to the Standard dictionary. 

But there is no sham about Flin Flon. Not
